SUFFERING IN ROUMINII 


CONCORD, 
N, H.. Nov. 30.— Wil­ 
liam Eaton Chandler, who was Secre­ 
tary of 
the Navy under 
President 
A rt h u r’s Cabinet, and who was large­ 
ly responsible for the beginning of 
the modern United States Navy, died 
at his home here today. 
In a lifetime of endless political 
activity and almost continuous con­ 
troversy, the one title rreely accord­ 
ed hy men of all parties to William 
Katon Chanlder was that of “ Father 
of the United States Navy.” As Sec­ 
retary of the Navy, under President 
Arthur, Mr. Chandler, on June 11, 
1883, approved the plan for the re­ 
organization of the navy whih result­ 
ed in the development of the pres­ 
ent fighting fleet. 
In a speech in 
the Senate on Jan. 2t>. 19 15, Senator 
Tilman of South Carolina referring 
to the reading into the record of a 
letter from Mr, Chandler regarding 
the naval bill then pending said: 
“ Senator ('handler has had a varied 
experience in naval affairs. 
He was 
Secretary of the Navy under Presi­ 
dent Arthur, and really negan 
the 
construction of the new navy. 
He 
was on the Naval Committee when 1 
first came to Washington in 
189G. 
and was at that time one of the ablest 
men in the Senate. 
Aithoxigh he has 
recently entered his eightieth year, 
hie mind Is still alert and vigorous. 
While he is a Republican and I am a 
Democrat, we have always been warm 
personal friends. 
Necessarily he is 
beter posted on naval affairs 
than 
almost any man in Washington, not 
excepting even the Navy Department 
itseir.”
